Arthur OH, a Janesvllle man, was 
sitting on a pile of railroad ties near 
the rear of tae Janesville Paper Box 
company Sunday afternoon when his 
attention was drawn' to the actions 
of an unknown man, 
walking inces- 
santly up and down the cement walk 
bordering the 
raceway. 
Back 
and 
forth the man paced an innumerable 
number of times. He next appeared 
on the platform extending over the 
waterppwer gratis and Ott from his 
position, about 
two 
hundred 
feet 
north, saw a straw hat fly up into the 
air and fall 
into the river. Bushes 
tetwe«n him and the Blodgett build- 
ing prevented him from 
obtaining & 
clear view and he did not see wheth- 
er the stranger dropped or plunged 
into the water. 


Running with another man to the 
grates, Ott found that 
the hat was 
floating on the race upside down. He 
ran to the fire station and Chief H. 
C. Klein was informed of the circum- 
stances. A .number of the 
firemen 
hurried to 'the 
race .with 
grapple 
hooks and pike hooks and immediate- 
ly dragged the bottom of the grates, 
which extend fifteen or eighteen feet 
in the water. The hat was secured by 
Chief Kl-ein and may lend some 'aid 
in solving the mystery. 
There was 


no current in the 
water, the -power 
being shut off on Sunday and had the 
man dropped into tne water on the 
north side of the grates, 
he- would 
have -been held against the bars. 
Because of so much; debris 
and 
drift-wood at the 
bottom there was 
not much chance of using the grap- 
ple hooks and the 
pike poles were

Several'theories are advanced by 
those who have investigated the -case.

Famed for Conservatism. 
The most Reverend James Edward 
Quigley, 
Archbishop of the Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese of Chicago, was 
known as' a profound logician, a schol- 
ar and a linguist, and one of the most 
unostentatious and conservative pre- 
lates of the Catholic church in the 
United States. 
He was born in Oshawa, Ontario, 
Canada, in 1854. While an infant his 
parents moved to Lima, New York, 
and when he was three years old the 
family home was established in Roch- 
ester, New York. He was the eldest 
son of a large family, and a relative, 
Rev. 
Edward Quigley, of Buffalo, took 
a great interest in him and directed 
his education from his 
first 
school 
days. 
tinder the direction of the Christian 
Brothers, at Niagara University, he 
pursued his studies at St. Joseph Col- 
lege, Buffalo. 
Prom there he went to 
the University of Innsbruck, Austria, 
and completed his student career in 
Rome at the College of the Propa- 
ganda, where Cardinal Francis Sattol- 
li, the first papal, 
delegate 
to the 
United States, was one of his instruc- 
tors. There he received the degree of 
Doctor of Divinity. 


At one time he came near diverting 
bis career in the church. In 1872 he 
passed with highest honors an exam- 
ination for West Point but yielded to 
the advice of his friends and decided 
to enter the priesthood. 
In 1879 ie was ordained priest at 
Rome by Cardinal Lavelletm. 
The 
young priest at once returned to the 
United States and was assigned to 
active work at Attica, New York. He

get's church, Buffalo, in 1896, after 
the death of the vicar-general of the 
diocese. 
After the death of Bishop 


Ryan of Buffalo, in the same year, he 
was chosen his successor. 
The fol- 


lowing year he was consecrated bish- 
op. 


Arbiter of Buffalo Strike. 
In the Longshoremen's union strike 
in Buffalo in 1S98 he served as arbiter, 
and after ten days' negotiations the 
strike was settled on the lines laid 
down by Bishop Quigley. He was a 
vigorous foe of socialism among the 
labor unions of Buffalo. 


He was 
ordained 
Archbishop of 
Chicago Jan. 8, 1903, succeeding Pat- 
rick A. Feehan. In assuming this re- 
sponsible post he had charge of 300 
churches, 13 colleges asd academies, 
6 orphan asylums, 16 hospitals, one 
theological seminary, 
two 
universi- 
ties and several convents and monas- 
teries. He always took a. deep inter- 
est in the causes of church extension 
and education. 


Among the important things accom- 
plished by Archbishop Quiglev in Chi- 
cago was: 


Divided big parishes sc as to lessen 
overcrowding. 
Materially improved the system of 


Roman Catholic education in'chicago. 
Created boards of laymen trustees 
in each parish to supervise finances. 


Made certain the creation of the 
Diocese o£ Rockford by surrendering 
territory tributary to his own arch- 
diocese. 


Appointed Bishop Paul Peter Rhode 
as his auxiliary, the fim Polish bish- 
op named in the United States. 
Called, the first missionary congress 
of the Roman Catholic church ever 
held in this country. '

At a recent 


bird fnow in London several were ex- 
hibited which were said to have been 
living in captivity for six months.

The cages were decorated with 
moss and orchids, and the birds ob- 
tained a portion of their food by sip- 
ping the nectar from the latter.

DARING IN JAIL DELIVERY 


ATTEMPT SATURDAY. 


CLOSE WATCH IS KEPT 


Wife, .Who Was Suspected, Denied 


Smuggling Saw Blades Into Jail 


In Visit.—Prisoner Threat- 


ens Suicide. 


• Following his daring attempt to saw 
out of the Rock county jail and his 
threat to commit suicide, Henry H 
Roberson, the Beloit man who faces 
state's prison on me charge of for- 
gery, 
was 
closely 
watched by the 


county jail authorities and has been 
kepi in solitary 
confinement 
smcb 
Saturday. 
So sincere was Robertson 


in his threat to take his life because 
of the shame brought upon his family 
that most of his clothes were taken 
from him, including his 
shoestrings 
and belt, with which the 
depressed 
prisoner might attempt to hang him- 


The effort, of Robertson to escape 


jail Saturday was more daring than 
that of Eddie Kay, who escaped from 
the same structure in the most sensa- 
tion jail delivery known in southern 
v\ irconsin, in the summer 
of 1904 
hquipped with 
only 
two hacksaw 


blades, Robertson had sawed through 
one three-quarter inch bar, broken one 
f-nd of it after 
sawing 
part 
way 
through. 
This was done on Fridav 
night, and Robertson admitted to the 
county jail authorities that he tried 
for several hours to escape out of 
this small hole, which is exactly four 
and three-quarters inches wide and 
fifteen inches high. 
His shoulders 
were too broad and Saturday morning 
when the corridor was opened again, 
Robertson had opportunity of working 
on the other bar. He ha'd completed 
severing the lower end of the bar and 
was half through the upper end wtien

Found By Chance.

Robertson attempted to escape Friday 
night, as he says, it must have been 
before nine o'clock in the evening 


When the discovery was made Rob- 
ertson was taken upstairs into the 
cell room from which Eddie Fay es- 
caped and he was undressed. Every 
inch of his clothes was searched and 
Turnkey Wogan found 
a 
ten-inch 
hacksaw that was broken into two 
pieces, hidden in his stocking, and a 
razor In his shoes. 
The most of his 
clothes were taken, from him and he 
was placed behind 
the 
locked cell 
room in a bunk from which even the 
blankets were taken. 


Threatens Suicide. 
Robertson talked freely shortly aft- 
er the discovery. He declared that he 
intended going from the jail Saturday 
night and walking to Beloit. "1 would 
have gone to my home, seen my wife, 
and on Sunday morning J would have 
ended it all. They've got it on me, 
and the idea of going to prison when 
I have a wife and ten year old son to 
take the greater bulk of my dishonor, 
drove me to despair. 
If I had ever 
got through these bars they would 
never have taken me back alive," said 
Robertson. 
The finding of the razor 
bore out his threat, and the other in- 
mates of the cell room reported that 
Robertson was uneasy 
all 
Friday 
night, and the next morning when they 
found an 'empty razor case 
in the 
man's bunk they held a conference 
to inform Sheriff 
Chamberlain that 
Robertson was contemplating suicide 
Robertson was arrested in Memphis 
Tennessee, some weeks ago, after he 
had evaded the Beloit officers in es- 
caping from the Line City after it is 
alleged he forged a check for 534.50 
on Charles Merriman, and it is also 
said on one other Beloit man, but this 
lias never been connected with him 
during the court prosecution. He de- 
clares that he was drunk before com- 
mitting the act, and although a plea 
ot not guilty was entered for him, Rob- 
ertson told the county jail authorities 
that he wanted to plead guilty and 
get it over with, hoping to receive a 
paroled sentence. 
Being over a week 


in the county jail and subject to his 
own thoughts, he became desperate 
for as far as could be learned this 
case is His first offense in criminal 
matters. 
At the time of the cashing 


of the alleged forged check posters 
were sent out by the police depart- 
ment of Robertson's description and 
the case attracted wide publicitv The 
prisoner declared that he gave'him- 
self up at Memphis, Tennessee, and

Former Welterweight Title-holder Re- 


views Ring Experience While 


on Short Stay Here. 


"In my estimation "Kid" Levinge 


was the greatest lightweight boxer in 
the world. 
In his 
prime he 
could 
have knocked out a righting combina- 
tion, composed 
of Charley 
White, 
Freddie Welsh, Willier 
Ritchie 
and 


many other lightweight 
idols, 
who 
have headed 
that 
class 
since his 
time." These were the words of Char- 
ley, 
better known as "Rough House" 


Burns, former welterweight champion 
of the world, 
while reviewing 
his 
ring experiencai, during 
his 
short 
stay In Janesville, as mar.ager of the 
vaudeville act, Yuma, the 
man of 


mystery, which was 'presented at a 
local theatre, during thep ast week. 


During ths course of the talk, Burns 
became quite excited and many times, 
in describing some of his greater bat- 
tles, would jump from his chair and 
rush to the middle of the floor, fight-

His ring idol he wished to make plain

It was the only blow he 
had left and he worked it to death.

and especially on long battles. 


In 1902 Burns met his 
Waterloo. 
He was contracted to fight Mathews, 
contender for the title. He- met his 
antagonist at Brooklyn, where they 
fought a. six round fight, and the de- 
cision was given to Mathews Burns 
was a great favorite with the fans 
and when 
they 
saw 
him downed 
they hissed the decision and the one 
giving it, for it was thought that the

should have had the 
fight.
